gu ns can be fired fro m fly ing 
aero ­ 
planes with a greater degree o f accu ­ 
racy than has y et been attained at 
sho o ting alo ng the gro u nd. 
A target 
was stru ck at almo st the rate o f nine 
times o u t o f ten, which means that 
v ery little ammu nitio n was 
wasted. 
The accu racy o f plu nging fire is no ta­ 
ble in military annals. 
At Sedan the 
enco mpassing canno n o f the Germans 
planted o n elev atio ns co mpelled Lo u is 
Napo leo n’s capitu latio n u nder threat 
o f annihilatio n. 
In the Ru ssian-Japan- 
ese war Po rt Arthu r was do o med w hen 
the Japanese po u red into the city their 
galling fire fro m the great heights 
abo v e. 
The fact that the Japanese 
wo rked lo ng to gain tho se elev atio ns 
again pro v ed the reco gnized v alu e o f 
plu nging fire. 
The war in Tripo li has 
sho wm that great damage can be do ne 
by mere bo mbs dro pped fro m directly 
o v erhead. 
This being demo nstrated, 
the military au tho rities o f Eu ro pe are 
no w u sing machine gu ns. 
These can 
be aimed and fired mo re accu rately 
than any thing that is dro pped. 
There 
is less waste o f ammu nitio n and mo re 
ammu nitio n can he carried. 
The ex ­ 
periments co mbine to make a po werfu l 
argu ment fo r peace.

o nd place, to fu rnish a su itable cro ss 
ing for traffic o v er waterway s A large 
percentage o f the highway cu lv erts 
and bridges in this co u ntry were built 
of wood 
in the first instance, and in 
later y ears many o f the smaller cu l­ 
v erts hav e been rebu ilt with so me kind 
o f pipe, either o f terra co tta, cast iro n 
o r mo re recently o f co rru gated metal. 
It is impracticable in a sho rt paper to 
discu ss the v ario u s fo rms o f pipe cu! 
v erts. They are pu rchased in the o pen 
market, and the ro ad o fficial u ses his 
ju dgment abo u t the size o f pipe that 
sho u ld be laid to serv e the requ ire­ 
ments o f the lo catio n in qu estio n. 
The fo llo wing principles sho u ld, ho w 
ev er, be bo rne in mind: 
All pipe cu l­ 
v erts sho u ld be laid deep eno u gh so 
that tiie pipe will no t be inju red by the

fe e t 
The o bjectio n to pipe cu lv erts 
is that they beco me easily clo gged and 
are thu s made u seless. 
Clay pipe cu l 
v erts are easily bro ken u nless they are 
well laid and well pro tected. 
The mo st simple and natu ral fo rm o l 
bridge co nsists o f timbers laid acro ss 
the stream o r o pening which is to lie 
passed o v er and co v ered with planks 
to fo rm the ro adway . 
Walls sho u ld 
be bu ilt to su ppo rt each end o f tin 
timbers, and these are called abu t 
meu ts. 
The width o f the o pening 
which they cro ss is termed the span 
The 
timbers 
themselv es 
are 
called 
stringers, and the planks are u su ally 
referred To as the flo o ring. 
The size o f the stringers requ ired in 
creases with the span and the distance 
apart, center to center, that they are 
laid. Fo r ex ample, a 2 inch by 0 inch 
stringer will do fo r a two fo o t span, 
while a 0 inch by 10 inch o r G inch by 
12 inch stringer is requ ired fo r a twen 
ty fo o t span. The distance apart that 
the stringers are requ ired to be laid 
v aries with the thickness o f the plank 
flo o ring and the am o u nt o f traffic. 
The weight o f the materials in the 
bridge is co mmo nly referred to as the 
dead lo ad. The additio nal fo ad which 
the bridge is designed to carry is 
kno wn as tlie liv e lo ad and co nsists o f 
animals, wago ns o r mo to r v ehicles o r 
pedestrians. A cro wd o f peo ple stand 
ing clo se to gether o n a bridge Is u su al­ 
ly estimated at abo u t 1(H) po u nds per 
squ are fo o t o f flo o r space. 
The strength o f the bridge depends 
u po n the kind o f timber u sed, the di­ 
mensio ns o f the timber, the amo u nt 
u sed and its lo catio n, and also v ery 
largely u po n the span o f the bridge. 
Fo r ex ample, assu ming a lo aded wago u 
carry ing 500 po u nds per wheel, a y el­ 
lo w pine bo ard o ne inch thick and eight 
inches wide wo u ld requ ire stringers to 
su ppo rt it abo u t ev ery thirteen inches 
apart to carry the lo ad safely , while a 
plank o f the same width and two 
inches thick wo u ld requ ire stringer* 
three feet apart, and a three inch plank 
wo u ld requ ire stringers abo u t ev ery 
fo u r feet apart. These figu res are based 
u po n the assu mptio n that y ello w pine. 
Do u glas fir o r a go o d qu ality o f o ak 
wo u ld be u sed.

white pine, hemlo ck o r spru ce are u sed, 
then

wo u ld 
be 
requ ired 
abo u t ev ery eight inches fo r a o ne inch 
bo ard, ev ery two and o ne-half feet fo r 
a two inch plank and ev ery three feet 
fo r a three inch plank.

be strengthened and states the co r­ 
respo nding lo ads that will be carried 
safely . 
That is. the simple beam 12 
inches by 12 inches squ are and 24 fr.v t 
between po ints o f su ppo rt will carr; 
safely a co ncentrated lo ad o f o ne and 
o ne-half to ns at its center, while if th 
same beam be made into a King po st 
beam by passing u nderneath the bear.; 
a o ne inch steel ro d. which is made 
fast at either end o f the beam, and in 
serting a single po st u nder the lo ad at 
the center o f the beam, then su ch a 
beam will carry abo u t two and three 
qu arter times as mu ch, o r a lo ad o f 
three and three-qu arter to ns, safely 
while if the same beam be bu ilt into 
a King tru ss beam the lo ad co nceu 
trated at the center may then be in 
creased to nine to ns.

T hat is, the first 
co st is the last co st, while du rability 
and safety are secu red fro m the o u t­ 
set. 
Go o d materials, co nsisting o f cru sh 
ed sto ne o r grav el, sand and 
P or tla n d 
cement and water, are requ ired fo r co n 
crete. 
Defo rmed steel ro ds imbedded 
in the co ncrete are u sed fo r strength­ 
ening the co v er spans. 
The mix ing o f 
these materials into co ncrete and plac­ 
ing it in the fo rms are ex tremely sim­ 
ple m atters after they are o nce well 
u ndersto o d, bu t nev ertheless sho u ld no t 
be u ndertaken by o ne who is u nfa mil 
iar with the u se o f co ncrete. 
There are three general kinds o f co n 
crete cu lv erts, which are kno wn as the 
co ncrete bo x ty pe. 
They are bu ilt fo r 
the smaller sizes u p to su ch as hav e an 
o pening abo u t fo u r feet by six feet 
wide. 
Fo r sizes abo v e th at the flo o r is 
u su ally left o u t where it is no t needed 
to pro tect the fo u ndatio n, o r pav ing 
may be su bstitu ted fo r it. 
The flo o r 
and side walls are co nstru cted o f co n 
crete with o r witho u t metal re-enfo rce 
merit, u su ally witho u t su ch re-enfo rce 
ments. 
The pro po rtio ns o f co ncrete 
u sed fo r the flo o r and side walls arr 
u su ally . 1, 3. G—that is. o ne part by 
measu re o f 
po rtland 
cement, 
three 
parts by measu re o f sand and six parts 
by m easu re o f cru shed sto ne o r grav el 
Fo r spu u s abo v e ten o r twelv e feet the 
co v er needs to be strengthened with 
co ncrete beams. 
This ty pe is kno wn 
as the co ncrete T beam fro m its resem 
blau ce to the capital letter. 
They are 
placed adjacent to each o ther, the dis 
tance fro m center to center depending 
u po n the lo ad which the bridge is ex 
pected to carry . 
The best ty pe o f co ncrete cu lv erts fo i 
spans fro m ten feet u p to thirty feet is 
the steel I beam incased in co ncrete, as 
sho wn in Fig 
1. 
Here the co ncrete 
flo o r is designed to carry the lo ad 
acro ss the span fro m o ne 1 beam to an 
o ther, while the steel 1 beams carr;, 
the lo ad fro m o ne abu tm ent to the o th 
er 
It o ften happens that the cu lv erts 
are bu ilt o n y ielding fo u ndatio ns and

This delay, if it hap p ens, will he 
due to wide-op en discussions co ncern­ 
ing 
the

and 
the 
rump us 
which has dev elop ed ov er the candi­ 
date for gov ernor. 
Most of the criti­ 
cism is directed against William H. 
Hotchk iss, chairman of the p rov isional 
state co mmittee and 
slated 
to 
he 
chairman of the state committee. 
All of this friction came out when 
it was learned that op p osition had 
been dev elop ed to the nomination for 
go v erno r of Comp troller William A. 
Prendergast, and that this antagonism 
was founded on religious lines because 
of Mr. Prendergast's conduct of the 
charity bureau hi the New York city 
comp troller's oflieee. 
It has been be­ 
liev ed all along and it was announced 
at the Pro gressiv e national conv en­ 
tion in Chicago, that all these differ­ 
ences had been healed to the satisfac­ 
tion of the men and women of Mr. 
Prendergast's religions faith. 
But up 
p op s the statem ent from well informed 
Pro gressiv e leaders that his no nrna- 
tion would be hazardous in v iew of an 
op p osition ev er these charity m atters 
which had not been smoothed out.

The Pro­ 
gressiv es p redict that Colonel Roose­ 
v elt will carry Vermont In Nov ember. 
Only a few of the Progressiv es, how 
ev er, 
hav e any hop e 
that Colonel 
Roosev elt will be elected p resident. 
They adm it p riv ately that they are in 
the field 
to defeat President Taft. 
They believ e that if Colonel Roosev elt 
runs second to Gov ernor Wilson, that 
the Pro gressiv es will cap ture the Re­ 
p ublican 
organization 
four 
years 
hence. 
Friends of President Taft in W ash­ 
ington are by no m eans discouraged 
ov er the outcome of the Vermont elec­ 
tion, 
They declare that the result in 
Vermont will bring the Rep ublicans 
to a realization that they must he up 
and doing throughout the entire cam­ 
p aign. 
Pro gressiv es believ e that the re­ 
turns from Vermont will giv e an im­ 
p etus to the Pro gressiv e cause. 
.Sen­ 
ato r Clap p of Minnesota, who stump ed 
Vermont for the Pro gressiv e tick et, 
said ; 
“It means that Roosev elt is abso­ 
lutely certain to carry Vermont in No­ 
v ember.

30, when it 
is exp ected that Colonel Roosev elt will 
ap p ear to giv e his testimony. 
Sena­ 
to r Clap p said that the inquiry would 
lie as thorough as p ossible. 
Mr. Clap p 
is in corresp ondence with many p er­ 
sons who are sup p osed to hav e k nowl­ 
edge of the f;icts. 
“ Ev eryone concerned seems anxious 
to ap p ear,” said the senato r. “ Accord 
ingly I see no reaso n why anyone 
should he summoned.”

Sept. 4.—There has just 
reached Wales a thrilling story of the 
sufferings of the crew of the sailing 
vessel 
Criceieth 
Castle, which 
was 
sunk off Cape Horn in July. 
The ves­ 
sel’s rudder post gave way and dam ­ 
aged the ship to such an extent that 
she had to be abandoned. 
Captain 
Thomas and his wife and their four- 
year-old son. the second officer and 
thirteen of the crew took to the life­ 
boat. 
The tirst and third officers and 
five of the crew took to a small boat. 
The 
latter disappeared 
during the 
night the ship 
wa - abandoned and was 
never seen again. 
That same night Captain 
T h o m a s 
was washed out of the lifeboat, but 
his wife gripped him by his clothes 
and held on until two of the crew 
came to he r assistance and dragged 
him back . 
Three of the crew died 
during the night and thr?e others be­ 
fore they reached 
land, seven days 
later. 
Thus thirteen altogether per­ 
ished. 
The sufferings of the survivors in 
the winter seas off the horn were ter­ 
rible. 
Finally they sighted Cape Pem­ 
brok e llghtnouse on July 22 and were 
able to get near enough to* snatch 
ropes thrown by the lighthouse deep­ 
er and his assistants. 
The clothes had to Tie cut off the 
six dead tuen. The second officer soon 
died and some of the others are in a 
critical condition.

Burlington, Vt.. Sept. 5.—The result 
of Tuesda y ’s election in Vermont is 
not changed nor the standing of the 
three leading candidates for governor 
materially altered by the returns. With 
the legislature Republican by a large 
majority on a joint ballot, the election 
of Allen M. Fletcher, Republican, and 
the rest of his ticket is a foregone con­ 
clusion. 
With the settlement of pro­ 
tracted struggles to elect representa­ 
tives and tin* counting of the siaU 
vote in several of the smaller towns, 
the five candidates for governor stand 
as follows in round numbers: Fletcher, 
Republican, 215,Ono; Howe, Democrat, 
20,100; Metzger, Progressive, 15,700;

Th« chief feature in view of the 
thorough manner in which the state 
was covered by rallies in practically 
every town is the fact that the total 
vote was not abnormal.

The Progressives a rc elated at the 
showing made by their ticket, and the 
Democrats assert that it is proved the 
third party did not detract from their 
strength. 
It is the regular Republi­ 
can vote that has suffered, and the 
Democrats point with pride to the in­ 
effectual attempt made to get their 
voters by the Buil Moose oratora. The 
Democrats increased their vote of tw*o 
y ears ago by about .1,000 and by near­ 
ly 5,000 over that ca st for th ei r nom­
